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Firefighters cut 
crash victim free

A MAN from the Uplyme area has been moved from 
intensive care after being involved in a serious 
accident on the outskirts of Exeter and cut free by 
fire crews. 

The man was involved in a two-car crash on the A30 at 
Sowton, Exeter, in the afternoon of Monday, April 12th 
and suffered life-threatening injuries. His condition has 
since improved and he is conscious and talking. 

He was a passenger in one of the cars when the accident 
happened at about 12.25pm. 

He has not been named by police, but a force 
spokesperson said: “A Land Rover Freelander was in 
collision with a Peugeot 206. 

“The front seat passenger of the Peugeot sustained 
serious injuries and was conveyed to the Exeter RD&E 
Hospital at Wonford and remains in hospital receiving 
treatment. 

“The driver of the Peugeot sustained less serious 
injuries.” 

In a follow-up statement issued on Monday, April 19th, 
the force spokesperson said: “As of yesterday his 
conditioned has improved and he has been moved from 
intensive care. 

“He is conscious and talking.” 

The east-bound lane of the A30 was closed for a number 
of hours and a spokesperson for the fire and rescue service 
added: “One fire appliance from Middlemoor, Exeter, one 
fire appliance from Danes Castle, Exeter, and the road 
rescue vehicle from Exmouth attended with Watch 
Commander Martin in charge. 

“Fire crews confirmed a two-vehicle road traffic 
collision with one male casualty trapped inside a car. 

“The casualty was extricated by the fire service using 
hydraulic cutting equipment and the vehicle was made safe 
using small tools. The casualty was then conveyed to 
hospital by ambulance.” 

Police have issued an appeal for witnesses to the 
accident or events leading up to it.

Town’s advice

CITIZENS Advice Bureau 
will continue to have a 
presence in Axminster, it has 
been confirmed. 

The bureau has had to vacate its 
office in Lyme Close, but is about 
to set up a new home in the nearby 
youth centre in Lyme Road. 

Chris Griffiths, the district 
manager of Citizens Advice 
Service (east Devon), said: “The 


Phillips Centre in Lyme Close is 
being redeveloped by Devon 
County Council and we have to 
move out to a new location. 

“We are staying with Devon 
County Council, but from Friday 
April 23rd we will be based at 
Axminster Young People’s Centre 
(Pippins) in Lyme Road. 

“We will be open from 9.30am 
until 3.30pm each Friday. 

“To contact us by phone, please 
ring 01404 44213. Thanks to the 
Phillips Centre staff for looking 


after us so well for the past few 
years and we look forward to 
working with the County Youth 
Service in our new home.” 

In a separate letter to Axminster 
Town Council, he confirmed there 
had been fears the organisation 
would have to cease operating in 
the town. 

Mr Griffiths wrote: “Even 
though the accommodation is not 
ideal, at least we are not having to 
move out of the town altogether as 
was originally thought.” 


Further drop for hotel price 


THE asking price for the 
freehold of Axminster 
landmark George Hotel has 
dropped even further. 

As reported at the end of March, 
the property was advertised by 
King Sturge at an asking price of 
£325,000 plus VAT - a 
considerable drop from January 
2009 when bids in excess of 
£425,000 plus VAT were invited. 

But there has been a further 
drop, and on April 15th offers in 


excess of £295,000 plus VAT were 
invited. 

The property is owned by Punch 
Taverns and has been empty since 
the most recent tenant suddenly 
left in late 2008. 

There is renewed hope that 
another empty Axminster property 
could be occupied in the near 
future, however. 

Duncan Colvin of the Old Inn, 
Kilmington, has submitted a 
premises licence application for 


the property that used to house 
Swans on the corner of West 
Street and Church Street. 

The application is for permission 
to supply alcohol on and off the 
premises, the provision of late 
night refreshment and the 
provision of recorded music. 

The application is currently 
going through the process at East 
Devon District Council. 

Mr Colvin was not in a position 
to provide comment at this stage. 


Refusal recommended 


AXMINSTER Town Council has 
recommended refusal for a 
Wainhomes proposal to construct 
127 two and three-storey dwellings 
and associated matters on land 
opposite Millbrook Farm, off Chard 
Road. 

The application was discussed during 
full council and the planning committee 
meeting, both held on Monday, April 
12th. 


The council listed eight main points for 
its recommendation, including fears that 
the addition of a fourth arm to an 
existing roundabout would be 
dangerous. 

The council also felt, for example, the 
application featured an over-provision of 
three-storey houses not in keeping with 
the area. 

East Devon District Council will make 
a decision in due course.

NHS Devon will be asked to attend 
another face-to-face showdown with 
campaigners, parents and parents-to- 
be after pulling out of a public 
meeting organised by Honiton Town 
Council to discuss the proposed 
changes to services at Honiton 
Maternity Unit. 

The meeting was held at the Mackarness 
Hall, Honiton High Street, on Friday 
evening. 

Vernon Whitlock, Honiton town 
councillor and Labour candidate for the 
Tiverton and Honiton constituency, kicked 
off the meeting and said: “Honiton Town 
Council called this meeting. We are 
concerned about the changes at the 
Honiton Maternity Unit and the lack of 
consultation by NHS Devon. We invited 
the NHS but they have not turned up 
because they have said it could be political. 

“I would question that this meeting is 
political. Here tonight we have 
parliamentary candidates from Labour, the 
Conservatives, Liberal Democrats and 
UKIP. Every candidate is concerned about 
the matter and is saying that this is not a 
political matter. It involves the community 
and is a community issue. 

“Honiton Town Council had a debate 
whether or not to hold this meeting or put 
it off. We want to hear what mums have got 
to say and will pass this on to NHS Devon.” 

Dozens of people attended the public 
meeting and many spoke out against the 
changes and praised the way the maternity 
service currently operates. 

John Ackroyd a retired GP from Ottery St 
Mary, said: “I was a GP in Ottery for 35 
years and supported Honiton Maternity 
Unit when I was working and am keen not 


to lose the service. 

“NHS Devon has had maternity services 
out for contract for the last three or four 
years. NHS Devon has been in discussions 
about Honiton Maternity Unit since 
January 2009 and in February 2010 
midwives at Honiton were notified that 
their employer was changing to the RD&E 
Foundation Trust, there was no 
consultation. 

“NHS Devon instituted the changes. The 
changes mean the service would only 
operate from 8am until 8pm, there would 
be no transfer of patients from Exeter to 


Honiton and initially they said patients 
would be discharged within two hours of 
giving birth — they later modified this to 
same day discharge. 

“The changes are being instigated by the 
management. There is no criticism of the 
midwives, they are being asked to work in 
a different way by the management.” 

More than 4,000 people have signed up 
to a Facebook campaign in an attempt to 
highlight the proposed changes at the 
maternity unit. 

Gavin Watts, founder of the Save 
Honiton Maternity Unit and Aftercare 


Service Facebook group, said: “My wife is 
due to give birth in August. I have had 
friends who have given birth in Honiton 
and they have seen how brilliant the 
aftercare was and I can’t believe the NHS 
are going to change the service.” 

Alison Kettlewell, of Gittisham, said: “I 
feel very passionate about Honiton 
Maternity Unit. I firmly believe every mum 
should have proper 24 hour maternity care 
and Honiton is exemplary at this. 

“I was so grateful for the care that I got at 
Honiton, it was extraordinary. NHS Devon 
should be using Honiton Maternity Unit as

excellence not downgrading it to meet 
national standards.” 

Lisa Rundle, of Feniton, said: “I had my 
first child at Honiton two years ago. The 
midwives spent time with us. They were 
patient and didn’t make me feel stupid for 
asking questions, I left there with 
knowledge and was rested. 

“I think if I had been sent home the same 
day I don’t know how I would have coped. 
If the service is to change it would be 
terrible for first time mums. I hope together 
we can make a stand.” 

Laura Parker, of Whimple, had her first 
daughter in Exeter before transferring to 
Honiton. 

She said: “I had my first daughter in 
Exeter in 2008 and have another baby due 
in three weeks’ time. The midwife in the 
delivery suite in Exeter was fantastic but 
then I didn’t see anyone else for hours after 
giving birth. 

“I transferred to Honiton 24 hours later. 
As soon as I got to Honiton it was 
completely different. If I hadn’t had their 
care and support I think I would have given 
up on breastfeeding.” 

Eleanor Crawford, of Bradninch, also 
praised the aftercare service at Honiton and 
said: “The service at Honiton is wonderful 
and I think breastfeeding is the crucial 
issue. I wouldn’t have been taught how to 
breastfeed if it wasn’t for Honiton.” 

Nicky Leisk, of Honiton, said: “I had all 
my kids at Honiton. There is no way that I 
wanted to go to Exeter. I now have five 
children and they were all born in Honiton. 
The service was so fantastic that I had to 
keep going back.” 

Emma Wilson, of Feniton, added: “Think 
about postnatal depression. I suffered with 
it and Honiton really helped me get through 
it. What about other mums who suffer with 
it, will they get the same service at Exeter?” 


Politicians speak out 


DESPITE NHS Devon pulling out of a 
meeting to discuss potential changes at 
Honiton Maternity Unit because of 
political reasons local politicians attended 
the event and spoke out against the 
changes. 

Ottery St Mary town councillors, who have 
been fighting the proposed changes at the unit 
also attended. 

The meeting was chaired by Vernon Whitlock, 
Honiton town councillor and Labour candidate 
for the Tiverton and Honiton constituency, and 
he said: “I think we have got to have the NHS 
back here to face the public and they need to 
hear what everyone is saying.” 

Will Laitinen, Ottery town councillor and 
Liberal Deomcrat candidate for the east Devon 
constituency, said: “We had our first son at the 
RD&E and it was really noisy and my wife was 
struggling to breastfeed. 

“The environment at the RD&E is not 
condusive to bonding with your child. We 
transferred to Honiton and immediately we felt 
secure and it is much more intimate 
surroundings. Honiton Maternity Unit is so 
fantastic.” 

Neil Parish, Conservative candidate for the 
Tiverton and Honiton Constituency, said: “I 
think we have got to tackle the NHS on this. We 
have got to stand our ground and really make a 
real fuss. If I am elected I will make sure the 
NHS answers your questions.” 

Jon Underwood, Liberal Democrat candidate 
for Tiverton and Honiton, said: “We all know 
how important aftercare is when you have a 
baby. As a new parent there is so much that you 
are nervous about and having people on hand is 


so important. 

“Honiton Hospital covers such a large rural 
area and we need to stress that it is not just 
Honiton that will be affected by the changes, it 
is a gigantic chunk of east Devon.” 

Peter Halse, Honiton town and district 
councilor, said: “I have protested about the 
changes at the maternity unit to the chief 
executive of the RD&E Tmst. Rest assured that 
Honiton Town Council feels very strongly about 
this as does East Devon District Council 
(EDDC) and EDDC is not just sitting by.” 

Claire Wright, Ottery town councillor, said: “I 
have also experienced aftercare at Honiton and it 
really is another world, it is a haven. I stayed for 
four days and when I left I felt like I knew what 
I was doing and I wasn’t exhausted. I have 
recommended it to everyone. 

“What a loss it will be if the changes do go 
ahead.” 

Tania Needham, co-ordinator for the National 
Child Birth Trust (NCT) Exeter and East Devon, 
added: “The NCT have campaigned over the 
years for many choices, and think that all 
women should be able to feel comfortable in 
where they give birth and the aftercare that they 
receive. 

“Any changes in maternity units have a major 
impact on women and their partners. Parents 
lose all sense of control when they are told that 
the unit at which they were planning to give 
birth is unable to provide the services that they 
were expecting. 

“I am urging NHS Devon to rethink the 
changes and to keep in place a wonderful 
maternity unit that is somewhere the mother, 
baby and family get all the care and support that 
they deserve.” 


Store by Christmas 


THE Sainsbury’s store in Ottery St 
Mary could be up and running by 
Christmas 2010. 

The application was given the go-ahead 
by the East Devon District Council 
development management committee 
last Thursday afternoon and speaking 
after the decision was made. 

Bruno Moore, Sainsbury’s regional 
town planning manager, said: “We are 
delighted with the council’s decision and 
would like to give special thanks to the 
traders and residents that spoke so 
eloquently in support of our scheme. 

“This was recognised by East Devon 
District Council’s planning committee, 
who responded to the wishes of the local 
people and also agreed that a central 
Sainsbury’s store coupled with free 


shoppers’ car parking would help breathe 
new life into the High Street. What’s 
more, it was understood that a store of 
the size proposed would offer the variety 
needed for people to do a weekly 
foodshop in Ottery. 

“Looking ahead, the team is eager to 
realise our plans and open east Devon’s 
first Sainsbury’s store before Christmas. 
This will employ more than 200 people 
from the Ottery area and we are also 
looking forward to delivering a package 
of town centre benefits that include 
improving the bus service and funding 
the shortfall required to make the Otter 
footbridge a reality.” 

A spokesman for Tesco said: 
“Naturally we are disappointed with the 
result.”

OTTERY could be turned into a 
“ghost town” and “we shouldn’t 
put all our eggs in one 
supermarket basket” were just 
some of the comments made by 
members of the public during a 
fierce debate about whether a 
Sainsbury’s or Tesco store should 
be built in the town. 

For more than two hours the issue 
was discussed by residents, traders 
and Ottery town councillors and, 
despite the concerns, the Sainsbury’s 
plan was given the go ahead. 

The first member of the public to 
speak was Jill Dixon who said: “I had 
a heated exchange with Tesco 
representatives when their exhibition 
came to town and I assured them that 
shops would close if Tesco came. The 
development would be a blow for 
Ottery shoppers. Both the G V A 
Grimley report and East Devon 
District Council have said Tesco will 
have a negative impact on the town. 
No-one will walk to the town centre 
from the Tesco store.” 

Speaking about the Sainsbury’s 
application she added: “Sainsbury’s 
will have a negative impact on the 
viability and vitality of the town 
centre. There will be snarled up traffic 
and the Sainsbury’s car park is too 
small. What shops will be left to look 
around? How long will it be before 
other shops feel the impact of 
Sainsbury’s? 

“This application should be refused. 


There will be an increase of traffic. 
The current traffic system only works 
in Ottery because local people know 
where to go. Ottery cannot cope with 
extra traffic. The town will be turned 
on its head and ruined.” 

Helen Collinson of campaign group 
Sustainable Ottery said: “We 
understand the factory site needs to be 
developed but we would like to see it 
developed as a community asset. The 
Tesco plan has the potential to 
degenerate the town centre. When you 
have a supermarket on the edge of 
town the character of the town centre 
changes. 

“Ask any visitor to Ottery what they 
like and it is the mix of local shops 
and that is what makes the town 
special.” 

Mrs Collinson also said she was 
concerned about the impact on shops 
and potential traffic problems if the 
Sainsbury’s application was accepted. 

Paul Hackett, speaking on behalf of 
the Ottery and District Chamber of 
Commerce, said: “The chamber has 
debated long and hard on this issue. 
On one side our members are 
concerned and worried. It is their 
livelihoods on the line and they are the 
ones who have got mortgages to pay. 
Our traders have been very committed 
to Ottery. 

“On the other hand we have 
members who feel a supermarket 
would benefit Ottery with increased 
footfall and trade. 

“If we are to have a supermarket in 
Ottery it would be preferable to have 
it in our back garden rather than on the 


edge of town on the factory site.” 

Trevor Leon said the Sainsbury’s 
plan could turn Ottery into a ghost 
town. 

He said: “I have lived in Ottery for 
nine years and enjoy shopping locally. 
Regardless of the size of the 
Sainsbury’s store the application is 
unacepptable on the grounds of 
conservation. Any supermarket in 
Ottery will be to the detriment of local 
traders. We should be supporting 
smaller traders. 

“Do we want to live in a ghost town 
with gridlock traffic?” 

Timothy Venner said a town centre 
store would encourage people to shop 
in the town. 

He said: “I am in favour of the 
Sainsbury’s development. Ottery’s 
traffic congestion is nothing compared 
to anywhere else. A store in town 
would mean people could park in 
town, shop in town and use the 
facilities in the town.” 

Robert Baker said: “The size of the 
Sainsbury’s supermarket, why is it so 
large? 20,000 sqft is too big but it is 
the size Sainsbury’s say that they will 
make a profit. The people of Ottery 
are being asked to accept a 
supermarket that doesn’t benefit the 
people of Ottery.” 

Joyce Pomeroy, of StageStruck, 
Silver Street, Ottery, was all in favour 
of the Sainsbury’s proposal and said: 
“Ottery used to be a busy market 
town. Things have changed. People 
love to shop in Ottery but they do their 
main big shop elsewhere. I strongly 
support the Sainsbury’s application. 


“It will bring people into the town 
and they will be able to see what 
Ottery has to offer. The store must be 
large enough so that people can do 
their main shop. The free car parking 
is important. 

“Ottery will not stand still. It will 
continue to die or we can grasp this 
opportunity and move forward. I 
welcome Sainsbury’s.” 

Neil Tubbs, owner of the Crusty Cob 
Bakery, said he welcomed the 
Sainsbury’s store if a provision for 
new retail units around the store was 
added to the proposal. 

Joe Holloway, speaking on behalf of 
K and M Butchers, said: “I have seen 


many shops close and I wonder if it 
could get any worse. But it could get 
better if Sainsbury’s came to Ottery. If 
Sainsbury’s were to come I believe 
many Ottery residents would shop in 
the town.” 

Helen Williams Pugh added: “I am 
feeling very sad and have seen so 
many store closures already. Six 
businesses since Christmas have 
closed. Sainsbury’s could potentially 
rejuvenate Ottery. 

“The choice is simple. We can 
continue on a downward spiral or we 
can have a supermarket in the centre 
of town and bring people back to 
Ottery.”

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Suzi gets set to 
climb mountain 
for medical aid

A FORMER Ottery St Mary 
student is set to climb Mount 
Kilimanjaro, Tanzania, in aid of 
the Ameca Trust. 

Suzi Moore, of Tipton St John, 
studied at Ottery’s The King’s School 
until the summer of 2008. She now 
attends Newcastle University and is 
currently in the middle of an English 
Literature and Language degree. 

The Ameca Trust is a small, home- 
run, charity, that aims to provide 
sustainable development for medical 
care in Africa. The trust was set-up by 
Ruth Markus in memory of her son 
who died whilst serving as a doctor 
with the British Army in Kenya aged 
23. 

The charity’s current initiatives 
include the establishment of 
sponsorship awards for African 
students to study medicine, the 
promotion of final year medical 
placements in African countries for 


UK students and the establishment of 
medical training facilities in Africa. 

On July 16th, Suzi will be heading 
to Africa with 60 of her fellow 
university students and will attempt to 
climb the 5,895 metres to reach the 
summit of Kilimanjaro. 

She said: “Before I leave, I have 
promised to raise £2,200 for the 
Ameca Trust. There are 60 students 
from Newcastle University who are 
going to join me on this six-day 
challenge, battling temperatures as 
low as -25 degrees Celsius, snow, fog 
and altitude sickness. 

“Every penny that I raise will be put 
towards building a new hospital wing 
in Malawi that is designed to generate 
income after the building has been 
complete. It costs only £5 to give life 
saving and life changing treatment to 
a child, who, otherwise has no hope 
of any professional medical care.” 

To prepare for the climb Suzi says 
she has been undertaking a rigorous 
fitness and training regime with the 
rest of her travelling party. 


She said: “I have definitely been 
doing a lot of training. I have been 
doing a lot of running up and down 
the river near to where I live and in 
Newcastle I have been doing lots of 
hill runs. I have also walked 10 miles 
across Hadrians Wall. 

“I am really looking forward to 
getting out to Kilimanjaro and it is 
going to be a good experience for me 
this su mm er.” 

Suzi added: “After the climb, I will 
be volunteering in villages around the 
mountain, working on building and 
healthcare projects, and, hopefully, 
doing some teaching in local schools. 
This will give me the chance to see 
who my sponsorship money has 
helped.

NHS Devon commits 
to meet after election

NHS Devon has said it is “fully 
committed to arranging and 
participating in public meetings after 
May 6th” to discuss the potential 
change of services offered at Honiton 
Maternity Unit. 

Many mums attending a public meeting 
on Friday, April 16th set up by Honiton 
Town Council to discuss the proposed 
changes at the maternity unit had to hold 
back the tears as they told of the care they 
had received at the unit. 

In a statement sent to this newspaper 
following Friday’s meeting a spokesman 
for NHS Devon said: “Guidance for NHS 
organisations in the run up to the General 
Election is quite specific about NHS 
involvement at public meetings: ‘Public 
meetings that have been arranged as part of 
consultation exercises should be deferred, 
where possible, until after the Election if 
they are likely to be politically 
controversial.’

“The proposals aim is to expand the 
choices over where women can give birth 
and we have every intention of talking to 
parents and parents-to-be, and listening to 
their opinions, in May. It is untrue to say 
that there was no consultation with staff 
prior to the transfer of the management of 
the service to the Royal Devon and Exeter 
Hospital.

TWO teenagers were thrown in at the deep end off 
Seaton just minutes after completing their RNLI 
lifeboat training. 

Grace Wadsworth, 18, and John Gage, 19, were declared 
full sea-going crew members at Lyme Regis in the evening 
of Tuesday, April 13th. 

Just minutes later they were called to assist a vessel off 
Seaton. 

RNLI press officer Richard Horobin explained: “Grace 
will almost certainly go down in Lyme Regis history as the 
first female crew member to answer a shout in the town’s 
lifeboat. 

“Grace and John Gage had successfully completed the 
final section of their training when they went out on 
exercise with helmsman Brian Street. 

“While they were at sea, Portland Coastguard asked 
them to go to the aid of a lone sailor on a broken down 
cabin cruiser half a mile south of the River Axe at Seaton. 

“The lifeboat took the 24-foot cruiser in tow. But 
because there was no means of communication between 
the disabled vessel and the lifeboat, John had to swim 
ashore with a radio so that the cabin cruiser, Loyboy, could 
be safely beached. 

“The lifeboat launched at 8.20pm and returned to Lyme 
Regis Harbour at 9.15pm after ensuring the cruiser and its 
occupant were safely ashore.” 

John said: “It was just amazing going out on our first 
shout just after the RNLI assessor had said we had 
successfully completed our training. 

“I was really chuffed and so was Grace. In fact, I just 
couldn’t stop smiling. And to cap it all, the rescue was a 
total success.” 

Grace is studying at The Woodroffe School and John is 
training to become a bricklayer.

The TIC will shortly be open seven days 
a week in high season whereas it was 
previously closed on all Sundays.

The people and traders of 
Ottery have had to live with 
uncertainty for two years now.” 

Roger Giles, town, district and 
county councillor for Ottery, said: 
“I’m sure everyone in Ottery deplores 
the state that the factory buildings 
have fallen into and I’m sure 
everyone would wish them to be 
restored. 

“However, the question to be 
decided today is are the proposals for 
the food store (Tesco) and associated 


development acceptable in planning 
terms? I do not believe they are. And 
what would be the point of restoring 
these buildings and regenerating this 
part of Ottery, if it were to result in 
shops in the centre of Ottery 
closing?” 

Mr Giles, added: “Sainsbury’s is 
quite clearly superior to the Mill 
Street site. However, there are issues 
to be addressed. The principal 
concern is the size of store proposed. 
My view is that 20,000 sq ft is too 
large and would have a damaging 
effect on the existing shops in Ottery. 

“A greatly reduced in size store 
would also minimise the concerns 
about traffic increases. I am 
particularly concerned about the 
impact in Broad Street and the 
adjoining roads.” 

Eli Pang, a Hind Street resident and 
member of Ottery Town Council, 
said: “I oppose the size of Sainsbury’s 
supermarket, it is too big. I am 
concered about the traffic. If traffic 
increases it will not be good for the 
town and pollution will increase 
dramatically. 

“If Sainsbury’s is succesful I would 
insist on a smaller store so that we 
can live side by side with it.” 

Ottery town councillor Claire 
Wright, said: “Imagine what it would 
be like living with the enormous 
effects of traffic and pollution.” 

Ottery town and district councillor 
David Cox said he supported the 
Sainsbury’s application. 


After town and district councillors 
had their say it was over to the 
representatives of Sainsbury’s and 
Tesco to pitch their plans to the 
gathered members of the public and 
members of the East Devon District 
Council development management 
committee. 

Bruno Moore, representing 
Sainsbury’s, said: “90 percent of 
people who live in Ottery shop 
elsewhere. A supermarket would 
enable people to do a full shop in 
Ottery. It is not in Sainsbury’s interest 
to create traffic gridlock in Ottery. 

“Sainsbury’s needs a certain size 
store in Ottery to be able to compete. 
We will have an impact on the town 
centre but I believe it will be a 
positive impact. 

“Ottery is on a journey. Sainsbury’s 
could be the saviour of Ottery and put 
the bustle back into Ottery.” 

Mr Moore added that he believed 
the size of the car park would be 
sufficient and that the store would sell 
mainly food items, although he did 
admit that the store may sell DVDs, 
magazines and cigarettes. 

Marc Scoot, representing Tesco, 
said: “Tesco has worked on these 
proposals for a long time. We have 
worked hard on the design of the 
scheme and it will regenerate the 
whole of the Otter Mill site. 

“Tesco will benefit Ottery overall, it 
is the best solution for Ottery. We will 
improve access to the town centre and 
also provide 100 jobs.” 


Store size matters 


FOLLOWING the debate by 
members of the public and 
councillors for Ottery St Mary 
the floor was then thrown open 
to district councillors on the 
East Devon District Council 
(EDDC) development 

management committee so that 
a final decision over the 
Sainsbury’s or Tesco 

application could be made. 

In the end a vote was taken and 
members voted seven to five in 
favour of the Sainsbury’s Hind 
Street development. The Tesco 
application was refused. 

However, before the decision a 
heated debate ensued with several 
councillors questioning the size of 
the Sainsbury’s store. 

Ray Franklin, EDDC portfolio 
holder for strategic planning, said: 
“If Ottery were to have a 
supermarket my family would visit. 
I don’t believe Tesco passes the 
sequential test. It is on the edge of 
town, a poor design and it is not 
acceptable. 

“Sainsbury’s is a good design and 
it is essentially in the town centre. 
Sainsbury’s would rejuvenate 
Ottery. 200 new jobs would be 
created and that can only be good 
for the town. The size of the store is 
the right size. Approval is the right 
way forward. The benefits to the 
town are obvious.” 

Bob Buxton, EDDC councillor 
for Dunkeswell, said: “I second the 
proposal by councillor Franklin. 
Most of the speakers here today and 
shopkeepers are in support of the 
Sainsbury’s application.” 

Derek Button, district councillor 
for Broadclyst, said: “I do think 
there is a need for some stimulus 
for Ottery. Sainsbury’s could 
provide that stimulus for shops that 
can adapt. This could be an exciting 
opportunity and I hope it brings 


some hope for the future.” 

EDDC vice chairman Pauline 
Stott said: “Tesco would be too far 
out of town. The Sainsbury’s 
development should be smaller. It is 
too big in the conservation area.” 

Helen Parr, EDDC councillor for 
the Coly Valley ward, said: “We 
should negotiate a smaller store 
with Sainsbury’s because it is on 
such a sensitive site. It is clear that 
Ottery needs a supermarket. If we 
can keep people in the town there 
will be a spin off.” 

Andrew Dinnis, design champion 
for EDDC, said: “Ottery is a special 
place and it has truly suffered in the 
last eight or nine years through the 
lack of a supermarket. Sainsbury’s 
comes to the fore and could be a 
shot in the arm and a lift for the 
town. 

“The size is all important and at 
20,000 sq ft it would offer the full 
range of goods. Ottery deserves 
something special and we should 
go for the full size store.” 

Geoff Chamberlain, district 
councillor for Exmouth, said he 
would like to see a smaller 
Sainsbury’s store in Hind Street. 

Iain Chubb, young people’s 
champion for EDDC, added: “Mill 
Street (Tesco) is the gateway into 
Ottery. I am in favour of the 
Sainsbury’s application but I would 
question the size of the store.” 

Paul Diviani, chairman of the 
development management 

committee, said: “Sainsbury’s is a 
draw for the town centre and town 
centre shops will flourish. It does 
need to be 20,000 sq ft to be 
successful and for the town centre 
to succeed. This is the sensible way 
forward, we should approve the 
Hind Street (Sainsbury’s) 
development. 

“Planning permission won’t be 
issued until section 106 agreements 
have been signed.”

View from 
the churches 



WHAT are our values at this 
time? In this holiest of seasons in 
the Christian calendar, it is 
perhaps unhelpful to suggest that 
never has Christianity been 
under such threat in this country 
as now, but many will accept that 
we must face the facts. 

This situation is probably of greater 
significance than the choices having 
to be made in the forthcoming 
General Election, about which I wrote 
last week. And all faiths are affected, 
especially those long established. 

The Roman Catholic Church is 
reeling from seemingly endless 
revelations about paedophilia and its 
inability to hold disgraced priests 
responsible to account. 

In Britain’s hospitals — here in the 
Westcountry — nurses are banned 
from wearing crosses, while in our 
schools teachers seem to bend over 
backwards to promote faiths other 
than Christianity. 

Our broadcasters in sound and 
vision seem to relish in destroying the 
old beliefs. Meanwhile, politicians 
refuse to stand up for Christianity out 
of a misplaced fear of disparaging 
other religions. 

The Church of England itself does 
not appear to provide the leadership 
many would welcome. It is reported 
that in the last decade the national 
church has lost more than 40,000 
worshippers. 

Views that Christians have held dear 
for generations on euthanasia, same- 
sex marriage and abortion have been 
regularly attacked in Parliament, in 
the equality laws and in some of the 
courts. 

Yet, sadly, when a firm Christian 
voice is required, it seems to be left to 


those no longer in office to complain 
that the church is being persecuted by 
politicians, and no word of support is 
heard to date. 

The interesting view is that while 
fewer attend formal worship in our 
churches, most Britons when 
questioned still believe in the values 
of Christianity, it is as though they 
want to have their churches not to go 
to! 

But surely in these times of 
economic and social tumult, we need 
to revive these values more than 
ever? 

Support for the family — 
particularly the young and the old; a 
readiness to give to charitable causes 
and churches, more than the 
equivalent of a tip, and a genuine 
willingness to care for the less 
fortunate. 

Some may and do disapprove of 
current family values but strong 
families can and do prevent many of 
the great problems of today — resort 
to drugs, broken homes, joblessness, 
petty crime, violence and a neglect of 
the elderly and the vulnerable. 

We need to encourage these values 
and accompany such efforts with a 
practical faith which can lead us back 
to being a caring country, with care 
for our neighbours, whoever they may 
be. So more material for use in 
discussions with those seeking our 
votes. 

From one type of communication to 
another. Many will know that 
Channel 69 ceases to be available for 
radio-microphone use from January 
1st 2012. Churches and charities will 
face bills to replace their sound 
equipment rendered useless by the 
change. 

A new dedicated channel has been 


promised, but older equipment will 
probably need to be replaced. This is 
potentially very expensive and the 
Church of England calculates that it 
alone will face new expenditure of at 
least £1 million. 

The Government, it is reported have 
agreed in principle that existing users 
whose kit is rendered useless should 
be compensated, but the terms are not 
known. 

There is now an industry-wide 
campaign for full compensation; 
details can be found at 
saveoursound.wordpress.com. Those 
affected should make contact to find 
out what is involved. 

Peter Luff MP in the last session 
tabled a motion on the issue but its 
fate is not known as we go to press! 

A little known aspect of church life 
is that there is an Exeter clergy 
golfing society, and it would love to 
hear from anyone who would like to 
take part. 

All levels of ability are involved, 
meeting four times a year at different 
courses in Devon. The society is open 
to all who are ordained. For more 
details contact James Hutchings on 
01392 294960. 

Leading up to what is arguably the 
most important election in decades, it 
is our Christian responsibility to pray 
for our nation, its leaders and all those 
taking part in the electoral process. 

We also need to ask God to give us 
wisdom in the very difficult decision 
we have to make in choice of who we 
should vote for. 

To help in this process there are 
hustings meetings held locally we can 
attend, to see the standing candidates 
and hear their answers to the 
questions put to them.

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Blackt irds top 
garden list of 
most seen bird 

THE results of the Axe Garden Bird survey 
which recently took place shows that, once again, 
blackbirds top the list of “most seen” with 
records from every garden surveyed. 

House sparrows showed up with an average of five 
per garden, followed by blue tits, dunnocks, chaffinchs 
robins and goldfinchs. 

Many of those who sent in returns noted that there 
seemed to be fewer birds than usual on the weekend 
survey, a conclusion with which I concur and, indeed, 
from my own perspective there has been a definite 
decline in blue tits, great tits and greenfinches, while 
chaffinchs are never seen. Even the number of 
goldfinchs coming to nyger seed seems to be down, 
though house sparrows certainly appear to be thriving. 

The only consolation is that a pair of swallows 
arrived on April 5th to survey the barn and, hopefully, 
take up residence once again. Usually, we have two or 
three pairs nesting, and I can only hope that we will 
shortly see further additions. 

When the swallows first arrived, the weather was 
warm and insect life appeared abundant, but now, as I 
write, it is bitterly cold and the birds are, I imagine, 
finding it very difficult to find sustenance. Let’s hope 
that things improve. 

A visit to the New Forest on a mild, sunny spring day 
just over a week ago, a day spent in the company of one 
of the 12 keepers who administer and look after the 200 
square miles of forest land, was a real eye-opener. 

The keepers have an extensive range of duties, and 
can trace many of their activities in an unbroken line 
back to the 11th century when the forest, in 1079, was 
created by William I. 

Not only do they look after and manage the deer, 
mainly fallow but also lesser numbers of sika, roe, red 
deer and now, increasingly, muntjac, but they also 
protect plantation trees, prevent over grazing and 
browsing of forest habitats, and organise controlled 
burning to help regenerate heather and gorse. 

In addition, as some 15million visitors a year come to 
the New Forest, the keepers make sure that whilst 
visitors enjoy the area, no damage or disturbance to 
wildlife takes place. 

It is a far cry from the early medieval years when the 
Forest was seen as the King’s exclusive hunting 
preserve, both for him and his nobles. Any serf or 
villein caught killing a deer, wild boar or even a hare 
would be dealt with in a truly brutal fashion. 

Men were blinded, or had a hand cut off for even the 
slightest indiscretion, whilst any local peasant wishing 
to keep a dog had to have the animal “lawed” (its claws 
cut off or a tendon slit so that it could not be used 
against the royal quarry). 

In the Verderers’ Court in Lyndhurst there is an iron 
“stirrup” which was used to gauge the size of a dog. If 
it could fit through the stirrup it was accepted without 
harm, but if too big then it would have to be lawed. 

The visitors’ centre in the New Forest is of great 
interest. Not only are there collections of adders, 
smooth snakes, common and sand lizards and frogs, all 
well exhibited in outdoor display units, but there is also 
a “camera to bird” screen showing a nesting goshawk. 

Currently, I was told, there are 15 pairs of goshawks 
in the Forest, the first one only appearing in 2002. 
Several of these birds are escapees from falconers, and 
still retain remains of jesses on their legs. 

The New Forest, which is almost on our doorstep, is 
a truly fascinating area. If you have an interest in 
wildlife and can take pleasure in one of the last 
remnants of the “wild wood” which once cloaked 
England, this ancient landscape will not disappoint.

Bikers should stay pumped up to prevent pothole problems 


WITH potholes blighting the nation’s roads, 
TyreSafe, the UK’s leading tyre safety organisa¬ 
tion, is reminding bikers that they can reduce 
some of the problems associated with dam¬ 
aged roads by ensuring their tyres are properly 
inflated. When tyres are run at incorrect pres¬ 
sures, they are more vulnerable to damage 
from angular objects such as the edges of pot¬ 
holes or kerbstones. This damage can result in 


dangerous bulges in the sidewall, or cuts that 
render the tyre illegal. 

“The harsh winter has created an enormous 
number of potholes, particularly on rural roads, 
which can be a real danger for bikers heading out 
this spring,” comments Stuart Jackson, chairman, 
TyreSafe. “By making sure that tyre pressures are 
at their correct levels before setting off, riders can 
reduce the likelihood of suffering from dangerous 


impact damage to their tyres when they hit a pot¬ 
hole.” 

Potholes can also lead to wheel balance issues 
fog motorcyclists, causing a distraction and mak 
canriding uncomfortable. Wheel balance weights 
hits become dislodged from the rim if the wheel 
throug|30thole, which can then cause vibrations 
the bike. Riders experiencing wheel vibration is¬ 
sues should visit their nearest motorcycle tyre spe¬ 


cialist to carry out a wheel balance check. 

According to the Asphalt Industry Alliance, 80 
percent of local authorities reported that their roads 
were badly damaged by this year’s winter storms 
and it will take more than 11 years to catch up on 
the backlog of repairs at the present rate of fund¬ 
ing. Last year more than 1.4 million potholes were 
repaired across England and Wales, at a cost of 
£103 million. 

As well as helping to avoid pothole related prob¬ 
lems, correct tyre inflation pressure is vitally impor¬ 
tant for the safe handling of motorcycles as it helps 
to maintain the best contact patch with the road 
surface, leading to better grip, braking and han¬ 
dling. Prolonged under-inflation causes excessive 
flexing of the sidewall, deterioration of the casing 
and rapid wear on the edges of the tyre. Riders 
may also experience increased fuel consumption. 
Over-inflation may result in an uncomfortable ride, 
a reduced contact patch and accelerated wear in 
the centre of the tread. 

“We recommend that motorcyclists check their 
pressures at least once a week, when the tyres are 
cold,” continues Jackson. “If riders are not sure 
how to do this or would like some extra advice 
about their tyres they should visit one of the many 
dealers offering free tyre safety checks as part of 
April’s bike tyre safety month.”

LAST year the Welsh Boys came up with a 
novel idea of celebrating Richard Hales 60th 
birthday by getting a group of 16 Axe Valley 
Runners to run the Paris Marathon, which just 
happened to fall on his big day. With great 
organizing skills and planning from Welsh 
Paul and Richard Hale the plan came to 
fruition. 

A long weekend of activity Fri-Mon, with 
plenty of sightseeing was enjoyed by all. A 
few actually went up the Eifel Tower, with the 
rest cowering on the ground underneath; a 
lovely river cruise on the Seine, plenty of 
walking and trips on the metro. How no one 
got lost, or cut in half by those metro guillotine 
doors was a miracle. 

The start of the race was a tad cold, but with 
almost 40,000 competitors it was quite cozy. 
The route was quite flat taking in all the major 
attractions of Paris, although the narrow cob¬ 
bled streets delayed many runners. 

Ciaran O’Connor in his first Marathon ran 
brilliantly to be the first AVR home in 3.20.19, 
3621st out of the 30,815 finishers. Paul Johns 
in 4,700th spot, was delighted to achieve a 
new PB of 3.26.00. Paul just squeezed past a 
very vague Phil Bayliss before the end. Phil 
was 5446th in 3.28.42, only three seconds, but 
eighteen places ahead of Jonathan Day. 
Eleanor Wood was the first AVR lady, 9452nd 
in 3.44.00. Eleanor suffered with two huge 
blisters that when popped at the end almost 
flooded the Seine. Amy Greenhalgh was next, 
11,773rd in 3.51.36. Karl Johns, in his first 
marathon was 12,330th in 3.53.31 and 

Graham Newton 14,814th in 4.00.17. Sue 
Campbell and Klara Pritasilova ran all the way 
together, finishing joint 16,316th in 4.05.50. 
Klara reported it was a tad easy; maybe it was 
her special Kebab diet that made her flow so 
well. Pete Hughes was 21,442nd in 4:24:57. It 
was Sue, Klara and Pete’s first ever marathon. 
A large cheer erupted around Paris when birth¬ 
day boy Richard Hale raced across the line 
21,922nd in 4.26.45, followed by Dave Keif 


21,983rd in 4:28:49. 

Despite a gammy knee, Simon Davey bat¬ 
tled on to finish 24,569th in 4.38.24. Lisa 
Braunton has a bad hip problem, but produced 
a battling display to finish 26579th in 4:50:54, 
then John Greenhalgh, in his first Marathon, 
26,698th in 4.51.51. Dave Braunton complet¬ 
ed the AVR line up, finishing 29,252th in 
4.00.17. It was a great achievement to have 
such a good turnout for a marathon and amaz¬ 
ing to have a 100 percent finish with five first 
time marathon runners, one of whom has only 
been running 10 months. 

Obviously there had been great help and 
support by fellow AVR’s, so if you fancy a 
marathon, why not join a running club? All 
that went on the Marathon trip to Paris would 
like to thank AVR for their help and support.
